EUROPE AND THE ISTHMUS CANAL. 

The Vicomte pz Lessers is reported as 
expressing himself ‘‘ highly satisfied” with 
the Burnside resolution regarding the estab- 
lishment of a ship canal across the isthmus 
under the “ protection and domination” of 
the powers of Europe. He thinks the canal 
should be entirely independent*of the con- 
trol of any Government. At the same time, 
one of the leading organs of French opin- 
ion, the Prangaise, takes occasion 
to remind es that the undertaking which 
M. De Lesseps heads is independent of 
official support or control, and to contend 
that. we have no ground for disquietude, 
Notwithstanding these comfortable assu- 
rances, it becomes us to take a long look 
ahead, and, by the light of experience and 
of present events in other parts of the 
world, endeavor to discern the possible 








entanglements of the far-off fature and to 


guard against them, if possible, before it is 
too late. We do not aspire to that kind of » 
wisdom that waits for the stable to be 
robbed before looking to the fastenings of 
the door. Nor can we take the rose-colored 
view of.this gigantic project of connect- 
ing the oceans, and of its practical and 
political consequences, which so delights 
the mind of M. Dz Lzssgps. 

It is true that the Governments of Europe 
have nothing to do with the enterprise in 
its inception, and there may be no inten- 
tion of calling upon them for material con- 
tributions or for protection in the future. 
The United States as a mation has no eon- 
cern with any private undertaking, wher- 
ever located, provided there is a reasonable 
certainty that it will permanently remain & 
private affair, in all its operations and re- 
lations.

OF INTEREST. 

The law recently enacted amending the 
Revised Statutes, with the purpose of mhk- 
ing the legal rate of interest 6 per cent., 
‘and attaching to a violation of the amended 
act the penalties imposed by the act prior 
to the amendment of the first section, is 
likely to give rise to controversies in the 
courts. The preceding lines doubtless con- ' 
vey the intention of the Legislature, but it 
is by no means clear that their attempt to 
express that’intention in words has been 
snecessful, The state of the cage seems to 
be this: Section 1 is' amended by substi- 
tating the word six for seven where the lat- 
ter occurs in the original act, and adds the 


proviso, ‘‘ Butnothing herein contained shall : 


be so construed as to in any way affect any 
contract or obligation .made before the 
passage of this act.” This proviso, how- 
ever, is mere surplusage, for no one will 
pretend that the Legislature could impair 
any obligation in an existing contract.. Thé 
second section of the new law repeals “ all 
acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act,” and the third sec- 
tion provides that ‘‘ this act shall take effect 
on the ist day of January, 1880.” 

Thus far it seems that the act is successful 
in fixing the legal rate of interest in this 
State, after the 1st of January, at 6 per cent., 
and that in the absence of any agree- 
ment between. parties, that rate must 
be held to be the lawful rate of interest. 
But here the question arises, may par- 
ties agree to pay and receive a rate 
exceeding 6 per cent., without subjecting 


themselves to the penalties now existing re-. 


stricting the, rate of interest to 7 per 
eent,f There are grave doubts whether the 
penalties imposed by the original act for 
charging interest in excess of 7 per 
cent. will be. applicable as against the re- 
ceipt of more than 6-per cent. after the 
1st of January.

Section 2 of the original act providesthat 
no person shall take or receive a higher 
rate of interest ‘‘ than is above prescribed.” 
Seven per cent. was ‘‘ above tbed.” 
In later sections the phrases, “than above 
prescribed,” “‘than is above allowed,” 
‘“‘than is prescribed in the said title,” occur, 
and these may all be read as if the words 
‘than 7 per cent.” had been used. Now, 
section 17, Article IIL, of the amended 
State Constitution provides that ‘‘no act 
shall be passed which shall. provide that. 
any existing law, or any part thereof, shall 
be made or deemed a part of said act, or 
which shall enact that any existing “law, or 
any part thereof, shall be applicable, except 
by inserting it in such act.” 

The Legislature did not attempt to make 
the final sections against receiving more 
than 7 per cent. apply to. the receiving of 


‘more than 6 per cent.,and had no consti- 


tutional power to do so, except by a re- 
enactment of such sections. Penal statutes 


are to be strictly construed, and it. remains 


to be seen whether penalties enacted against 
an excess of interest above 7 per cent. can, 


by implication, be construed to apply to an 


excess of interest over 6 per cent., and

After the interesta man has in 
his own money, he seems to be most interested in 
gome other man’s money.: More idle tales are told 
ofthecelebrated Jewish bankers, (they, by the by, call 
themselves merchants, which they really are,) than 
of any other bankers, probably because they are the 
wealthiest of their class, One of these tales fs that 
the Roruscurups almost never lose anything, which 
is absurd on its face, considering the prodigious ex- 
‘tent of their operations. They lose s good deal, of 
necessity, because they make a great deal; but their 
profite are doubtless always in advance of their 
losses, There seems to be authority for the state- 


ment, often made, that their losses from depreeia- 
tion in the funds and. securities which followed the 
@istarbances brought about in various European 
eapitals by the Freneh revolution of 1848 reached 
some $40,000,000. They afterward made up the 
loss, it is asserted, which they would be very likely 
to do. A great advantage such houses have is in 
their colossal.capital. If they have been led into a 
mistake, and it has cost them dearly, they can usual- 
ly repair their mistake by getting on the other side. 
of. the market. The interests of the Roruscuiips 
are well-nigh universal, and their secreey, save in 
open transactions, is invariably profound. NATHAN 
RoYHSORILD is reputed to have said: “One great 
reason of our success is that we know how to hold 
our tongues.” They are as reticent as. the grave 
touching their business. After Baron Liowzt had 
been dead a week, a London wag remarked: “The 
old Baron is just as ¢ommmnicative as ever.” The 
time has passed, if it éver was, when Kings had to 
eonsult the RoruscuiuDs before they could go to 
war, but they are still a stupendous power, and 
likely to be for generations.

$15,209,212; at the close of 1878 it had risen to 
$26,130,351. In the same time the assessed Yalas- 
tion of property in the State had fallen off nearly 
$10,000,000. The local indebtedness is now double 
‘the State indebtedness.” . 


The Memphis (Tenn.) Avalanche hurls this at 
its Democratic friends: ‘The people of tne United 
States are wedded to law and the forms of law. The 
efforts during the past 12 years to override or ignore 
the laws have met their severe condemnation. It 
were well for the men whose duty it is to make laws 
to remember this and aecept it for their guidance. 
Nallifiestion of the laws is a doctrine with which the 
people do not sympathize. It is a most insidious 
and dangerous form of revolution.”

settled condition of affairs.” 

The New-Orleans Zimes says that the ‘South 
is now bold enough to tell the Northern Democrats 
what it does mot want. And it goes on to explain. 
“The South,” it anys, ‘is quite in earnest as to Mr. 
Tilden. The South don’t want him, and, in our 
opinion’ won’t. have him. We do not believe thad 
there is a ghost of a chance to elect Mr. Tilden next 
year or any other year in which the Southern vote 
isa matter of consequence.

A day or two ago the Jimes reeeived a letter from & 
prominent man in Illinois suezesting et-Gov.

Palmer, we are of opinion that be does 
not combine the qualities of statesmanship and per 
sonal strength in the South. A man like Mr. Bay- 
ard, of Delaware, is the only one who occurs to us 
now as being the man for the emergency. If the 
South had progressed a little farther in her political 
emancipation, we shoud hand m Mr. Bayard’s 
name to the next ‘convention and tell our Northern 
allies that we wanted nim. As things are, we merely 
point him out asthe model upon which we shonid 
like to see the nomination made.” 
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
